BLOODY STORY. 


HIS EFFORTS TO CONCEAL THE CRIME 


Dawson's Visit to His Office—McDow Claims 
That Dawson ‘Knocked Him Down, 
Wheretpon Ue Shot Him. 


CHAriestron, 8.C., June 26.—[Special. ]— 
The horrible story of the murder of Captain 
Dawson was told on the stand today by the 
only living eye-witness of the tragedy--T. LB. 
McDow, his slayer. 

Tie court convened at 100’clock. Thestate 
aving closed its testimony the day before, the 
lefense first put up G. W. Harper, a negro 
coach driver, whose testimony was to the 
effect that he had seen the deceased enter 
McDow’s office, and four or five minutes there- 
after card a pistol shot. This was followed 
by two awful groans and by the voice of a man 
(ineaning McDowY: 

“As you gaid you would take my life now 
I’ve taken yours.”’ 

On the cross-examination he admitted that 
he heard no scufiling before the pistol shot. 
Three or four minutes after the shot McDow 
appeared on the piazza of his residence and 
looked over to the outside of his oflice. 

He also saw anold groundhut cake woman 
peeping into McDow’s office. She was run off 
by McDow’scook. A moment after, McDow’s 
coachman ran back inthe yard, got his hat 
and coat and went down the street. 

MecDow’s Statement. 

Then Judge Magrath put up McDow on the 
tand to testify. After giving the details of 
his age, etc., he proceeded to relate the horri- 
ble details of the tragedy. His counsel would 
not permit him to give a connected narrative, 
but led him on gently with questions, allowing 
him to answer only one atatime. Following 
is McDow’s statement: 

‘*I] was sitting in my sitting room; heard the 
ofiice gong ring; went down stairs and opened 
the office door; Dawson asked if this was Dr. 
McDow;I replied yes, and invited him in, 
closing the door; Dawson said, ‘Dr. McDow, I 
have just been informed that you have been 
guiltv of ungentlemanly conduct to one of my 
servants.’ I replied, ‘Itis untrue.’ Dawson 
said, ‘I give you to undersfand that 

1AM RESPONSIBLE FOR THAT GIRL, 
and you must not speak to her again,’ I re- 
plied IT would speak to her as often as I[ de- 
sired until I was convinced that he had au- 
thority to prevent me, 

**Then,’ said Dawson, ‘if you do I will pub- 
lish your conduct in the papers.’ 

‘“*And if you do,’ 1 replied, ‘you internal 
scoundrel, 1’ hold you personally responsible. 
Get out of my office.’ 

“At that time Dawson struck my hat off with 
his cane and hit me with hisjhand, 

KNOCKING MK DOWN TO THE LOUNGE. 

‘The two blows were aiinost simnuitaneous. 
He followed me up and struck me again. I 
drew my pisto] and, rising, fired at him. I 
had my pistol in my hip. pocket. I habitual- 
ly carry apistol. Have done so ever since I 
entered the practice of my professioz. 

The counsel tried to get McVow to state lhat 
when he shot Dawson the latter was facing 
him, but the witness either didn’t understand 
the object of the question or didn’t hear it, 
Fee said all he Knew was that Dawson was iu 
front of him when he tired. He fired the 
shot, he said, becanse he didn’t know but the 
next blow would hurt him seriously. 

After hésitating awhile he added that he 
thought his life wasin jeopardy. Immediately 
after he shot him Dawson turned and began 
to stagger, saying,in broken language and 
almost inaudible: 

“YOU HAVE KILLED ME.” 

Witness replied: 

‘You tried to take my life; now I’ve taken 
your's,” 

The identical words that Harper is supposed 
to have overheard 125 yards away. 

Dawson, he said, feil with the back of his 
head to the ground. 

‘IT stood fora moment; then stooped down 
and felt his pulse. Next I dragged him by 
the feet so as to get his body in a recumbent 
positiou“and thought of calling for medical 
assistance, but saw death approaching and 
wondered if I could do anythingto revive 
him. He was dead, however.’’ 

Witness characterized Dawson’s manner in 
addressing him as arrogant and domineering. 
THE ATTEMPT TO HIDE THE BODY, 

The story of the attempt toconceal the body, 
the burial and disinterment was brought out 
and appalling reality on cross 
examination. During its recital the slayer sat 
as col and as co lected as if he was teliing a 
fairy tale. Hedeniedthe statement made by 
him just after the tragedy that his victim had 
lived for a half or three-quarters of an hour. 
He said he did not leave the room while his 
victim was alive; didn’t remember how long 
he rer ained there after Dawson’s death. He 
professed to have a most indistinct rec- 
olection of what took place. after 
the shooting. Ite remembers seeing 
a policemen on thecorner when he rang the 
gong. The body was at that time in the closet. 
He had removed it. He hadno difficulty in 
getting the body into thecloset. He broke 
the nails off and tore open the door. As soon 
as life had left the body he closed the windows 
of his oftice and taking the dead man’s hat and 
cane threw them in the privy, got a spade and 
reiurned to the oftice, picked the body up un- 
der the arms 

AND DRAGGED IT OUT 

of the office through the hallwey to the closet 
and put itin the grave. There were no bruises 
on the dead man’s face when he put it in the 
hole. Then he tried to take the body out 
again, but it was too heavy. Then he lay 
down in his sitting-room to rest awhile; went 
out and brought the candles, and returning 
succeeded in getting the body out. He raised 
the body up, dragged it back, brushed the 
dust from the clothes, wiped the blood from 
the face of the corpse and laid 
itout. Then he went and fished the cane out 
of the vault, washed it off and put it on the 
sofa. He hunted for tho hat but couldn’t find 
it. When he had arranged everything he 
went out to surrender himself, 

He gave as a reason foe removing the body 
from its grave that he wanted the benefit of 
the giving up of the corpse at the same time. 

HIE DENIES NEWSPAPER REPORTS. 

Here a rather queer journalistic feat was 
brought tolight on the stand. McDow swore 
that he had the pistol in his hip pockot; had 
it there all day, and always carried it there. 
He was confronted with an interview with 
him, published in the Charleston World, in 
which he teld the reporter—F. W. Miller— 
that ‘“‘while trying to recover myself, and see- 
ing him (Dawson) in the act of aiming an- 
other blow at me with his cane, I managed to 
go around to my desk and get my pistol, and 
fired.”’ 

When asked to explain this, McDow said it 
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in startling 


| was not the truth. He had told Miller, the re- 
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porter, who interviowed him, that he had 
taken the pistol from his pocket, but Miller 
told him that wouldn't look good for him in 
print and he had better say that he cot the pistol 
from his desk. He agreed to this and it was 
published in the Charleston World. He ad- 
mitted that the interview was read over to 
him before it was published. 

He was next confronted with an interview 
with him published in the same paper thank- 


ing the paper for its fair and truthful state- 
ments. Le said that tho interview was true, 
although there was some errors . 

HIS LAST CALL ON MARIE. 

McDow admitted that he had gone to Cap- 
tain Dawson’s house onthe afternoon of the 
shooting, but did not send word to the family 
that Captain Dawson's body was lying in his 
office. He asked for the governess. but she 
was not there. She was with Captain Daw- 
son’s children at a dancing school, and he went 
to his lawyer. 

DOCTORS ON THE STAND. 

The defense put up Dr. Forrest to contra- 
dict Dr. Mitchell’s autopsy of the body. The 
testimony, however, was rather unintelligible 
to nou-professional ears. The witness forming 
his opinion from the position of the bullet 
hole in the breeches of the deceased. Dr. 
Forrest aiso testified that Dr. McDow had a 
very sight abrasion on his head on the night 
of the tragedy, but he didn’t think it worth 
attencing to. 

W. \. Sale, a hfe-long enemy of the de- 
ceased, Was the next witness. His testimony 
was intended to prove that the deceased was a 
bully and a domineering sort of a man.

LYNCHING IN KENTUCKY, 


A Mob at Shepherdsville Hangs Charles 
Ardell. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., June 26.—A mob went to 
the jail at Shepherdsville, at 1 o’clock this 
morning and demanded of Jailer Lowman the 
surrender of Thomas Mitchell and Charles 
Ardell, confined there charged with the mur- 
der of a peddler named Joseph Lavine. Bow- 
man refused to surrender the men and took 
his stand in front of the door with a shotgun, 
declaring he would kill the first man who tried 
to pass. Mrs. Bowman, hearing the threats 
and fearing her husband would he killed, ran 
forward and gave the mob the keys, begzing 
Boowu sn not to provoke them. The leaders 
then unlocked the doors and went to the cell 
where the prisoners were confined. ‘The jailer 
followed, begging them at least to spare 
Mitchell, who he believed was innocent. They 
yielded to his entreaties, telling Mitchell he 
might thank Bowman for his life, and binding 
Ardell they took him to the woods. The men 
all wore nasks, and it is believed they hung 
Ardeli neat town.

TREY WISHED 


The Grand Jury Again Takes Up the Cronin 
Investigation. 

Curca@o, June 26.—The grand jury this 
morning resumed inquiry into the Cronin case, 
The first witness was Dr. J. P. Cass. The doc- 
tor testified that he hada fast horse which 
Dan Coughlin and Burke, shortly before the 
murder, tried to hire for all night service. He 
insisted that they put up 3400 guaranty, but 
this was refused, and the men departed in any- 
thing but a good humor. Dr. Cass identified 
a picture of Burke as that of Coughlin’s com- 
panion. 

Patrick O’Brien, a saloon keeper; J. B. 
Bell, of the Western Union, and representa- 
tives uf tie postal telegraph, were also called 
as witnesses. 

IDENTIFYING BURKE. 

Dr. Cass’s identification of Burke as Coughe 
lin’s companion was not positive, but witness 
believed there was considerable resemblance. 
The doctor stated that J. B. Von, a friend of 
his, was present when Coughlin came, and he 
may be better able to identify Burke. A sub- 
pena was sent outfor Von. Von is a little 
man With only one eye. He immediately iden- 
tified the picture of Burke as that of one cf the 
men who tried to hire the horse of Dr. Cass. 

“Do you know Detective Coughlin?” asked 
Foreman Clough. 

“No, I den’t,’’ was the answer. 

Von and Dr. Cass were then piloted over to 
jail by Detective Lerche, who called for 
Coughlin, and entered into conversation with 
hin. Von and the doctor took a good look at 
the prisoner, then turned around and went 
back to the grand jury room, where Von iden- 
tified Coughlin as the other of the two men. 

Twelve witnesses besides Dr. Cass were 
examined during the morning session. From 
the number of Clan-na~Gael men among them, 
it was evident that an effort was being made 
to get at the bottom of the supposed inner 
circles of camp 20, which, according to one of 
State’s Attorney Longenecker’s theories, 
passed the death sentence upon Dr. Cronin as 
a British spy. 

BEFORE THE GRAND JURY. 

Dennis O’Connor, of camp 20, was a witness 
in whom great interest was taken. Hc is a re- 
tired commission merchant, and has been 
treasurer of most of the Irish funds raised in 
Chicago. Patrick O’Brien, a tall, fine looking 
man, reputed to be senior guardian of the 
Twenty-second street camp, was also a notable 
figure. Thomas Murphy, treasurer of camp 20, 
and father of the young lady who thought she 
saw Cronin down town several hours after his 
disappearance, was examined during the af- 
ternoon., Florence Sullivan, a reporter, and 
Paul Hoefig, desk sergeant at the Chicago 
avenue station, both of whom testified at the 
coroner’s inquest, were recalled. The sensa- 
tion of the afternoon was the appearance of 
Lawyer John F. Beggs, senior guardian 
of camp 20, closely guarded by two heavy 
weight policemen. Beggs was before the 
grand jury foran hour. He looked in any- 
thing but an amiable mood as he came down 
stairs, twirling his cane. At the conclusion of 
Beggs’s examination, the grand jury ad- 
journed until tomorrow, 

John F. Beggs, senior guardian of Camp 20, 
Clan-ha-Gael, is under arrest. The police 
have kept the arrest secret, and tonight refused 
to tell where Beggs was immured. The pris- 
oner is a well to do lawyer, and has had some 
prominence as a politician. 

Burke Again Remanded. 

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 26.—The Jour- 
nal,s Winnipeg special says: The applieation 
for the extradition of Martin Burke came up 
before the court today. Burke was in cvuurt. 
Mr. Howell, counsel for the applicants, said 
that he was not ready to proceed with the case 
to the cfose, though he could open it, 

The prisoner’s counsel opposed a further 
remand with so little evidence against his 
prisoner. Unless some evidence was presented 
he should be released. 

Mr. Howell said he was prepared to give 
some evidence. 

The judge said he would give all the re- 
mands necessary to enable the United States 
authorities to make good their case.

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THREE IN A BUNCH. 


A TRIPLE COLLISION ON THE PENN 
SILVANIA ROAD. 


SEVERAL PERSONS ARE CREMATED 
By the Wreck Catching Fire—Several Ao- 


counts of the Accident—Four Tramps 
Killed—Other Casualties. 


Prttspura, June 26.—A triple collision of 
freight trains occurred near Latrobe, Pa., 
forty miles east of this city, on the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad, about 2:30 o'clock this morn- 
ing. Thirty cars were wrecked and seven per- 
sons killed, four of them unknown. 

A freight train, west bound, left Latrobe 
and had just reached a bridge about fifty yards 
west, when it collided with an extra freight 
train coming in an opposite direction. Another 
east bound-freight was standing on a side 
track on the bridge and the wrecked trains 
crashed against it causing one locomotive and 
a number of cars 

TO GO OVER THE EMBANKMENT 

into the creek, a distance of fifty feet. Engt- 
neer Caldwell and his fireman were supposed 
to have been killed instantly. Their bodies 
are stillin the creek. Brakeman Miller was 
terribly crushed. He is still living, but will 
die. The bodies of four tramps were taken 
from the wreck. There was nothing about 
their clothes to identify them. They were 
Stealing aride and were coming west. The 
cause of the accident has not yet been learned. 
The loss to the railroad company will be very 
heavy. 

A dispatch from Greensburg, ten miles fram 
Latrobe, states that a party of about thirty-five 
workmen from Johnstown were stealing their 
way home on a freight train when the accident 
occurred. The wreck caught fire from lime 

AND THE MEN WERE CREMATED. 
Thestory is not credited here,and Pennsylvania 
railroad otticials know nothing of it. Two men 
injured in the accident were brought here this 
afternoon. One of then, named Flannagan, 
says he is a Johnstown laborer, returning to 
Pittsburg, and that twelve persons were on the 
car with him when the accident occurred. He 
knows nothing of their fate. His companion 
is unconscious and probably fatally hurt. 

TEN DEAD BODIES RECOVEKED. 

The debris of the wreck, which occurred on 
the Pennsylvania railroad this morning is be- 
ing rapidly cleared away. Up to 8 o’cleck to- 
night ten dead bodies have been recovered. 
Those of Engineer Celdwell and George Fra- 
lich, fireman, have not yet been found. Thir- 
ty-one cars went dovn over the bridge, and 
are piled upon eack other inthe water. A 
carioad of lime in the center of the train was 
the last to go down, and it was scattered 
over a pile of shattered cars. Then the debris 
took fire. Itis probable that from 

TWENTY TO THIRTY PEOPLE WERE KILLED 
in the - wreck. The waterin the creek at the 
point where the accident occurred, is about 
twelve feet deep, and it isexpected ten or 
twelve bodies are in the bottom of the creek. 

John M. Miller, flagman, states that the 
proper signal was given when the position of 
the shifter was discovered, and Engineer Cald- 
well answered, but the speed was too high. 
When the ill-fated train left Bolivar, about 
forty workmen bearded her, but Conductor 
Brumhart put them off immediately. The 
persons rescued from the car said there were 
twelve others inthe car. Ono or two of the 
bodies taken from the wreck were terribly 
burned by lime which covered the wreck. 

Another Fatal Accident 

GALLATIN, June 26.—A terrible accident oc- 
curred this morning at Bledsoe, on the Chesa- 
peake and Nashville railroad, runnivg from 
Gallatin to Scottsville, Ky. The passenger 
train due at Gallatin at 11 o’clock jumped the 
track and the passenger and baggage cars went 
down about sixty feet. About eight persons 
were seriously injured and several children 
were more or less hurt.

THE CITIZENS OF WAYCROSS HOLD 
AN ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING. 


An Effort to Secure a Branch of the State 
University—A Subscription List Opened— 
Other Notes. 

Waycross, Ga., June 26.—[Special.]—An 
enthusiastic meeting of the citizens of Waycross 
was held at the academy this afternoon. The 
meeting was called to order by Rev. J. M. 
Marshall, secretary of the board of education, 
and Dr. B. F. Williams was elected chairman. 
W. M. Wilson an@d D. B. Sweat were elected 
secretaries of the meeting. Colonel J. L. 
Sweat was called upon to state the object of 
the meeting. He said a movement was on foot 
to establish a branch of the state university 
in each congressional district of the state, and 
that for many reasous Waycross was the most 
suitable locationin this district hat the 
citizens of Waycross are united in their desire 
for the school there is no doubt, but in order to 
secure it we must do something. No time or 
opportunity should be lost. 

Committees should be appointed to bring the 
matter properly before the legislature, and 
ascertain what inducements Waycross would 
offer for the establishment of the college here. 
Colonel Sweat, continuing, said he had been 
informed that Chancéllor Boggs, of the uni- 
versity, was very favorably impressed with 
Waycross, and thought it would probably be 
the best point for the school in the district. 
He had been invited to come to Waycross and 
deliver an address to our people upon the sub- 
ject of education.

It is More Promising than in Previous 


Years. 

MALEDGEVILLE, Ga., June 26.—[{Special. ]— 
The crop outlook through this section is more 
promising than it has been seen at the same 
time in any yeatin alongtime. The stand of 
cotton is about as good as the farmers expect 
and it is in a very promising condition. While 
the seasons have been by no means perfect, the 
rains have been general and frequent and there 
is not much danger apprehended from a4 
drouth, neither is an over: abundance of rain 
feared, Corn is reported as being in fine con- 
dition in every part of the county. Mr. Sam 
Evans has about twenty acres just over the 
river that will average from twelve to fourteen 
feet in heigth, and from three to five large 
ears ona stalk. Captain Newell, Messrs. 
Carakers, Harper, Brown, Ennis, and other 
prominent farmers report the outlook encour- 
aging. Thefruitcrop is the largest in years 
and the fruit is exceptionally tine. The mar- 
ket here is flooded with peaches, apricots, etc., 
while the watermelon market will open today. 
Several prominent fruit growers will make 
large quantities of brandy from the surplus 
peaches, The grape and scuppernong crop is 
alsoin good condition and the yield promises 
to be great. Mr. E. P. Lugand,a native 
Frenchman, who has made this city his home, 
has five thousand grape vines that will begin 
to bear this year and a few thousand that will 
come on a year laier. He expects, in the 
course of a few years, toship ten thousand gal- 
lons of wine annually. Fruitand grape cul- 
ture is regarded as the coming crop by many 
of the best farmers in this section, and the day 
is not far distant when king cotton will be de- 
throned and its territory given to fruit and 
grapes. Messrs. Lugand and Carmani, both 
native Frenchmen, who are heavily interested 
in grape caiture here, say that the soil and 
climate of Georgia, especially through this sec- 
tion, is far better adapted to grape growth 
than that of France; that the yield is not so 
greut, but the fruit muc h better.

“We ascended the Mount of Olives, and from 
its summit we could look down on the Dead 
sea, Which see ned to be just at our feet, 
though it was some milks distant from the 
base of the mount. 

“Tle Dead sea was one af the places which 
deeply interested me. A great many exag zer- 
atious are made concerning) it. We found it 
to be a beautiful sheet of water, clear and 
sparkling,and the waves thpt rippled along the 
shore were the same as those of any similar 
body of water. We went in bathing, and 
the water was 60 | heavy that it 
was unpossible to fink below’ the 
surface. The waterwas very bitter to the 
taste, probably more so than that of other 
bodies of salt water. I have heard it said that 
birds could not fly across the Dead sea, but 
during our visit to it we baw a number of 
them doing so. ‘There is no vegetation of any 
kind close to the water, dnd of course this 
accounts in a measure for the absence of ani- 
mal life. 

“A severe storm overtook as whiile on our 
way to Alexandria. ‘The storm occurred 
while we were about fifty miles out from the 
port and jasted a day and a night. Although 
we wore fully fifty miles from land the sand 
from the desert was blown Dut that far and in 
such large quantities thatit was very uncom- 
fortable toremain on deck§ 

‘This storm delayed ustwo days. Afterthe 
wind had ceased blowing it was some time 
before we could make forthe post, and were 
eompelled to sail around and around all night 
long. Next morning, besiaes our yessel there 
were seven others maneuvéring in a like man- 
ner, awailingafavorable moment for putting 
into port and anchoring. 

“In no European country which I visited do 
vessels put their passengers off on wharves, 
but they all ancl: nee from shore, 
and passengers are. conveyed tothe dock in 
small boats.

THE NEW TERRITORY 


OPENED UP 


BY THE NEW ROUTE 
EAST. 


The Whole Piedmont Region Laid Pare to 
Our Merchants—Extensions in Georgia 
Probable. 


‘The importance of Atianta’s new road to 
the east has not been fully realized. 

Yesterday’s Constitution brought full par- 
ticulars of the consummation of a railroad 
scheme that will give Atlanta a new line to 
the east, and open up to her merchants a large 
partof North and South Carolina and Vir- 
ginia notreadily accessible heretofore. 

The route east will be by way of the Old 
Dominion line of steamers from New York to 
Portsmouth, Va., thence by way of the Sea- 
board and Roanoke, Raleigi. and Gaston, 
taleigh and Angusta, Carolina Central and 
Georgia, Carolina and Northern roads to At- 
lanta. This system includes 930 miles, all but 
“24 of which are built. The remaining gap 
from Chester, 8. C.,to Atlanta is to be com- 
pleted in eighteen months. 

The better part of two states and_ the rich 
eastern coast of Virginia are added to our ter- 
ritory. Practically we add another whole state 
to our constituency. 

The middle and eastern part of Sonth Caro- 
lina will be as accessible to Atlanta as to 
Augusta, and much of it as accessible to 
Atlanta as to Charleston. 

This is notall of the system. The Macon 
and Covington road from Macon to Athens is 
controlled by Brown Bros. & Co., the banking 
house that bought the bonds of the Geergia, 
Carolina and Northern. Finding the Macon 
and Covington an isolated road of 100 miles, 
liable to be bottled at any time if not already 
bottled, they were naturally disposed to invest 
inthe bonds of a new road twoandahalf 
times as long which would give an outlet to 
the Macon and Covington and make it 
a valuable part of asystemtothe east. Thus 
the same parties control the bonds of the Geor- 
gia, Carolina and Northern and the Macon and 
Covington. Iiis claimed that this will bring 
Macon 75 miles nearer to New York. 

The extension of the Robinson system to 
Selma is regarded as only a question of time, 
and this will give Atlanta another route to 
the southwest through a section of Alabama, 
which is not now easily reached by rail. 

The new road gives Atlanta a third line to 
the east and gives her direct communicatiob 
with the whole south Atlantic coast. The 
Piedmont region, from Richmond to Atlanta, 
will be laid open to our merchants. 

Now that the new system has got an entrance 
into the state, itcan hardly affort to stop. 
There are so many short lines that there will 
be abundant opportunities to extend the com- 
bination. For Florida travel, for instance, it 
could make traffic arrangements with the 
Georgia Southern and Florida road at Macon. 

imost any part of Georgia could be reached 
by conibination with short disconnected roads 
and the building of short connecting links. 

Much of the finest part of the uplands of 
South Carolina will be in almost an air line 
connection with Atlanta. The new road will 
admit us toa territory midway between the 
Augusta route and the Piedmont Air Line. 

Ly giving competitive freight rates it will 
bring about a material reduction in cost of the 
phosphate, so largely used by Georgia farmers. 
The section opened up by the new road to At- 
anta is equal toa whole state. 


A SICK SENATOR, 


Captain J. M. Arnow Lying Very Ill at His 
Room. 

In alittle room over Bridwell’s store, just 
beyond the railroad, on Mitchell street, 
Captain J. M. Arnow, editor of the Busy 
World, is lying very ill.

Captain Arnow is a man who occupied 
many high positions in southeast Georgia, be- 
ing mayor of St. Marys, from 1572 to 1876, 
state senator from thatdistrict. lJuast Febru- 
ary he came to Atlanta and started a weekly 
paper, the Busy World, which he ran quite 
successfully until he was taken ill.

HE WENT BACK TO JAIL LAST NIGHT 
ON AN OLD CHARGE. 
An Atlanta Woman Dying im the Insane Asy'um— 
What Was Done inthe Various Courts Yester 
day— The Sheriff Shuts Upa Couple of Stores. | 


“Not guilty.” 

That is the verdict in the case of Dr. G. W. 
Gardaer. 

The case took up the entire day in the city 
court yesterday, and a verdict was not reached 
until nine o'clock last night. 

Immediately after court convened in the 
forenoon, Mr. James A. Gray resnmed his ar- 
gument for the defense—the opening argument 
in the case, as no testimony had been intro- 
duced by the defense. 

CiHe was followed by Mr. W. T. Moyers and 
Solicitor Frank O’ Bryan for the state, and thie

dan for the defense. 

The case went to the jury about one o'clock: 

The courtroom was crowded, and the live- 
liest interest was manifested in the case. The 
general impression was that a verdictof guilty 
was unavoidable. The charge—abortion—had 
been substantiated by strong and connected 
evidence, and nothing but the wily physician’s 
proverbial good luck was there to offset it. 

The crowd waited patiently for a half hour 
or so,and then they began leaving. When 
court adjourned for supper there were nota 
dozen persons in the courtroom. 

The doctor was as cool and immovable as 
ever, and had been talking freely with friends 
and counsel. 

le was carried to jail for supper. 
THE VERDICT. 

After supper the jury were carried back to 
the courthouse. A few minutes before nine 
o'clock they announced to the bailiff that they 
had agreed upon a verdict. Judge Van Epps, 
Solicitor O’ Bryan, and Clerk Tom Flynn were 
summoned, and word sent to the jail for the 
prisoner. 

As soon as Gardner entered with Jailer Seab 
Ozbun the jury were called in, and the verdict 
handed to the solicitor. 

“Not guilty.” 

The jury were discharged. 

‘*There is another charge, your honor,’’ said 
the solictor. ‘‘The prisoner’s bondsman, Mr. 
Erwin, has surrendered him and there is no 
bond in that case.”’ 

‘Let the prisoner be remanded,’ said the 
judge. 

So Gardner slept last night again in the 
murderer’s cell at the jail. 

Iie will probably make an effort to be re- 
leased today on bond. 

THE OLD CASR. 

The charge upon which Gardner is held now 
is the old one concerning his relations with 
the negro girl, Mary L. Hunt. 

It will be remembered that he was convicted 
once of criminal connection with the negress, 
and the supreme court granted a new trial on 
technical grounds. Since he was putin jail, 
about three months ago, on this last charge of 
abortion, his bondsman surrendered him, and 
this is the only case now pending against him. 

Lhe case will come up next week.

Reports From the Two Analyses Show That the Ar- 
tesian Water is Free From Any Deleterious 
Matter of an Organic Kind, and There ply 
Enough Mineral Substance to Make the ‘Water 
& Little Hard, 


Mayor Glenn has taken considerable pains 
t» learn the true condition of the artesian 
water supply of Atlanta. 

The verdict of the chemist of the Harvard 
medical school, of Boston, Mass., is quite 
favorable and likely to set at rest any doubts 
in regard to the healthfuiness of this water. 

Appended are the communications sent by 
Mayor Glepn to the council, which will be 
presented at the next general meeting, 
together with Judge Hammock’s letter, written 
as president of the board of water commission- 


ers to Mayor Glenn; and the official analyses 
and explanatory letter from Professor Charles 
Harrington, chemist of the Harvard Medical 
school: 

Mayon’s Orrice, June 26, 1889.—To the Members 
of the General Council: 1 send you herewith a com- 
munication from the Honorable C. C, Hammock, 
president of the board of water commissioners, ac« 
companied by two analyses of the artesian water 
and an explanatory letter from Charies Harrington, 
M. D., the chemis; at the Harvard Medical sc:ool, 
The two saliples of water were drawn from tne 
urtesiau well by Jud,e Uammock aud Mr. Aaron 
Hacs, on the 8th day of last month, at different 
hours, and were sent to the chemist at Boston, as ts 
expinined in Judge Hammock’s letter. I am sure 
that the peopie of Alianta will be relieved of their 
anxicty when they are informed by this chemist 
tiiat “*there is, in the first piace, a remarkable frce- 
dom irom orgadic matter—that is to say, substances 
from vegetable or animal sources, which are 
always present in some form in water contaminated 
by sewerage, etc. Thereis, however, a considerable 
amount of mineral matter from natural causes and 
part of this goes to make the water somewhat 
‘“‘hard.”’ This of itself from obvious reasons is 
somewhai objectionabie but the amount of mineral 
matter in these cases is not 60 serious as to warrant 
an unfavorable opinion. I can see no reason for 
supposing that the waterscan in any way be re- 
garded as unwholesome to the system. So far as 
pollution is concerned they may be said to be pure.”’

Pryor streets, and No, 2 at the hcur of 4:55 p. m. at 
the corner of Peachtree aud Decatur streets.
